Philadelphia, Fev. 8 (By A. P.). 
Efforts of Andrew J. Volstead, tath.| 
er of the prohibition enforcement | 
act, and his legal associates to ob- | 
tain a broad decision tightening | 
the powers of the Federal prohibi- 
tion department in test suits before 
the Federal district court, last Ffi- 
day, met defeat today in an opinion 
by Judge O. B. Dickinson. 

The suits were brought by the 
Swanson Chemical Co. and the 
Beach Chemical Co., whose alcohol 
permits were cancelled December 
31, under the order of Gen. Lincoln 
C. Andrews, Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury, and when the con- 
cerns filed applications for renewals 
for 1926, the department refused 
them. 

The government sought to obtain 
a decision on the right of the com- 
missioner to cancel permits at the 
end of each year, and require the 
holders to apply for renewals. 


Permits Ordered Restored. 


Judge Dickinson not only refused 
to pass upon the broad legal prin- 
ciples which government counsel 
hoped would give the commissioner 
of prohibition far-reaching powers 
to restrict the issuance of alcohol 
permits, but he ordered the permits | 
of the two companies restored. 

Judge Dickinson held that this | 
broad question was not involved in | 
the issues in the case and declared | 
that the real question was whether 
the refusal of the commissioner to | 
renew the two permits was equiva- | 
lent to a revocation of the privi- | 
leges. Declaring that this was the! 
effect of the commissioner’s actions, 
the court pointed out that in both 
permits were clauses providing that | 
they were to be renewed perpetually | 
unless surrendered by the holders | 
or revoked ad the prohibition de-| 
partment for ‘‘cause.’”’ One of the | 
permits was issued in 1923 and the | 
other in 1924. 

Before they could be revoked, the | 
court said, the companies were en- | 
titled to have a hearing on any | 
charges .that were made against 
them, As neither had had a baat | 
ing, Judge Dickinson: held, the 
action of the commissioner was 
illegal and the companies were en- 
titled to the restoration of their 
alcohol privileges.

Give Data Publicly 
to Commission. 


U. S. ASKS INJUNCTION 
TO STOP WARD DEALS 


Antitrust Action Is Begun at 
Baltimore; Dissolution Is 
Requested. 


New York, Feb. 8 (By 
Sudden adjournment until tomor- 
row of the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion’s opening session today in its 
inquiry into the affairs of the Con- 
tinental Baking Corporation of Bal- 
timore, was taken after George C. 
Barber, chairman of the directors, 
said he preferred not to make pub- 
lic figures showing the total of vol- 
ume of sales in 1925 of the Con- 
tinental controlled units. 

Mr. Barber promised to furnish 
the figures privately tomorrow. 
Previously counse] for the corpora- 
tion denied that it was a monopoly. 

Mr. Barber explained his desire 
to avoid publicity for the figures re- 
quested by saying the corporation is 
“doing business in a competitive 
field.”” William H. Button, counsel 
for the corporation, said it has not 
eliminated competition. He said 
the percentage of bread it bakes is 
only a small proportion of what is 
consumed. Competition has in- 
creased, he added, rather than de- 
creased, since the corporation’s ac- 
quisition of various baking con- 
cerns. 

Controls 1 03 Bakeries. 


Today's hearing, the first of a 
week’s series here, developed the 
fact that the Continental has ac- 
quired no stock in other baking 
corporations since the government 
filed its complaint Jast December. 
In this. the Continental Baking cor- 
poration, now controlling 103 bak- 
eries in 81 cities in North America, 
is charged with lessening competti- 
tion and creating a monopoly iz 
the sale of baking products througn 
acquisition of controlling stock in 2 
number of companies in the East, 
Middle West and Far West. 

“A contemplation,” rather than 
an ‘“‘understanding”’ to acquire con- 
tro] of the United Bakeries corpora- 
tion. holding corporation of the 
stock of nine other corporations, 
was in the minds of the organizers 
of the Continental, Mr. Barber told 
ithe commission. 

“When you left the United Bak- 
eries Corporation,’’ asked Co]. A. R. 
Brindley, counsel for the commis- 
sion, “wasnt it with some under- 
standing, agreement or contract, 
that the Continental would be or- 
ganized to acquire the stock of that 
corporation?” 


Contemplation Admitted. 


Mr. Barber, pausing, finally took 
exception to the form of the ques- 
tion.

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ARGUMENTS IN WAN 
GAOL BEFORE JURY 


Chinese Seems Impassive and 
At Times Yawns; Court- 
room Crowded. 


DEFENSE IS ACCUSED 
OF “MUDDYING WATERS” 


Concluding Pleas Will Be 
Made Today; Verdict 
Expected Soon. 


Ziang Sun Wan was pictured as 
a greedy, cold-blooded murderer and 
as an innocent, greatly wronged 
man at his trial in criminal court 
yesterday. 


The pictures, so strongly in con- 
trast, were drawn by two wonder 
workers with words—-the youthful 
but able assistant prosecuting at- 
‘orney, George D. Horning, jr., and 
the veteran lawyer and statesman, 
A. Owsley Stanley, former senator 
from Kentucky. 

Which is the true picture will 
be decided today by the twelve citi- 
zens who compose the jury in the 
case. First, however, they will 
listen to the two final and most im- 
portant arguments which will be 
made by Wilton J. Lambert, chief 
counsel for Wan, and the United 
States Attorney Peyton Gordon, who 
heads the prosecution. 

*The courtroom was crowded to 
capacity throughout the Way, and 
scores of persons were unable to get 
in. Joseph P. Tumulty, once sectre- 
tary to President Woodrow Wilson 
and now an attorney here, was one 
of a large number of legal celebri- 
tiles present. 


Wan is Impressive. 


Wan, the defendant, wore an im- 
passive expression from beginning 
to end. Twice he yawned, but 
whether this was from boredom or 
ioss of sleep*could only be con- 
jectured.. He is on trial for kill- 
‘ng Ben Sen Wu, one of the vic- 
ims of the Chinese triple murder 
f 1919. 

Attorney Horning charged that 
Van carefully planned and delib- 
‘rately carried out the murder. He 
aid Wan had received $2,000 from 
is mother in China and “in his 
reed for money, he invested it fn 
: moving picture business about 
vhich he knew nothing and about 
vhich he knows nothing now.”’ 

He eharged that thé defense was 
mly attempting to “muddy the 
Vaters”’ about the case and to cast 
suspicion on Dr. Kang Li, the gov- 
‘rnment’s star witness. 

Taking up the $5,000 check,

Check Testimony Assailed. 


Horning charged that the hand- 
writing expert called by the defense 
oO prove that Wan’s handwriting on 

hotel register and the handwrit- 
ag on the check stub were not the 
ame had simply tried to “muddy 
he waters,’”’ and he asked the jury 

: disregard his testimony. 

‘‘Wan did, in fact, sign that check 
and that hotel register,’’ he shouted. 

Horning recalled Wan’s story 
that he had gone to the. Chinese 
educational mission to get a pack- 
ge Wednesday evening and had not 

‘und it. He had left the house two 
‘ays before, because he was sick. 

‘“‘Why didn’t he go back to the 
iouse the next day (Thursday) for 
hat package?" Horning asked. 

Because he knew that those mur- 
lered men were there. Why did he 
uot go back to New York Wednes- 
jay? Because he was planning to 
oummit the murder that night.’’ 

Once Horning swung around and, 
looking straight at Wan, shouted: 

“Ziang Sun Wan, that man sit- 
ting there, is the man whc on that 
fatal night fired the shot that killed 
Ben Sen Wu.”’ 

Wan fastened his eyes on those 
of his prosecutor and held them 
there until the latter had turned 
around to the jury. 


Stanley Pleads for Wan. 


Horning asked the jurors to view 
the evidence ‘‘with common sense. 
If they did, he said, there could be 
only one verdict—a verdict of 
guilty. The consequence for Wan 
would be death in the electric chair. 

Former Senator Stanley, who is 
one of the attorneys who are giv- 
ing their services to the accused 
man gratis, made a plea for Wan 
that was said to be one of the most 
eloquent ever heard in a local 
court. 

In starting his argument, Stan- 
ley took a position so close to the 
jury box that his legs brushed those 
of one of':the jurors. Meanwhile 
his eyes were searching theirs. 

He recalled the testimony given 
by both government and defense 
witnesses bearing on Wan's physi- 
cal condition at the time of the 
crime. It had been brought out 
that Wan was suffering from a seri- 
ous stomach ailment and was ex- 
tremely emaciated. 

“It would have been morally and 
physically impossible for that 
broken, emaciated man to have 
committed the crime with which he 
is charged,’”’ Stanley said. 

Stanley recalled that Ben Sen Wu, 
the m3n with the death of whom 
‘Warn is charged, was an intimate 
friend of Wan. Turning toward 
Wan, he shouted: 

“Did he kill the companion of his 
youth, the béy who had shown him 
only kindness and generosity? Do 
you believe it? Can you believe it? 
Was he a fiend and a monster? 

“why did he go there to kilf Ben 
Sen Wu? Because. the defense 
says, he wanted to forge a check.”’ 

Stanley gave an ironic laugh. 


“Gentlemen,” he said, ‘“‘that is’ 
the strangest conduct on the part 


of a murderer that has ever been 
told. You may search the stories 
of Poe and other weird stories, but 
you will find nothing sp strange as 
; this. And you are asked to accept 
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this story from 
dence.”’ 

Stanley then picked up the 
revolver found near the bodies of 
two of the murdered Chinese, a 
weapon known to have been the 
property of Wu. Holding it up to 
the jury, he said: 

“It is to laugh. Here is a man 
who goes out to kill three men, and 
he doesn't carry a revolver. 

At the outset of the trial, Stan- 
ley, who is well versed in medicine, 
carefully questioned the coroner 
about the condition of Dr. Won?’s'! 
stomach, as revealed in the ‘autopsy. 
The purpose of this questioning was 
made clear by Stanley yesterday. 

He declared that the autopsy 
showed that the condition of the 
stomach indicated that it had re- 
ceived no food for at least three 
hours. This, he sald, proved that 
Dr. Wong must have been mur- 
dered between midnight and 1 
o’clock, as it is known that he had 
dinner at a certain restaurant that 
night at a certain hour. 

“The stomach tells the story,”’ 
“The government’s own 
witnesses have established that 
Wan was in the Harris hote) at 
12:30 o'clock.” 

Toward the end of Stanley’s argu- 
ment, Justice Wendell P. Stafford 
rebuked him for asking the jury 
to have mercy. This subject, he 
said, should not be touched. 

Justice Stafford also warned the 
jury not to read any newspapers 
while out of the court. He charyed 
that certain newspapers have pub- 
lished articles prejudicial to the 
case; that there was ‘poisonous 
matter in the headlines.”’

Bankers Oppose Bill. 


The currency bill was brought

Propaganda Seeks Legisla- 
tion Not in Harmony With 
Administration Policy. 


(By the Associated Press.) 
Administration determination to 
enforce loyalty and _ discipline 


throughout the army has resulted 
in an order by Secretary Dwight F. 
Davis for a rigid investigation of 
air service activities in Washington. 

The War Secretary acted after 
documentary evidence had reached 
him indicating existence of an or- 
ganized propaganda to obtain air 
service legislation not in harmony 
with the air policy of the Coolidge 
administration. 

The purpose of the investigation, 
which is in charge of Maj. Gen. Eli 
A. Helmick, inspector general of the 
army, is to ascertain what connec- 
tion air service personnel may have 
had with the circulation of an 
anonymous communication urging 
that pressure be brought on Con- 
gresg to secure enactment of an air 
corps bill. In the inquiry Gen. 
Helmick is being assisted by Maj. 
Gen. Mason M. Patrick, chief of the 
army air service, and Brig. Gen. 
James E. Fechet, assistant aviation 
chief. 


Reorganization of Service Sought. 


The communication under scru- 
tiny indicates that it was intended 
for air officers of the regular 
forces, the national guard and or- 
ganized reserves all over the coun- 
try, and calls for ‘educational 
work”? with members of Congress 
“to put across the idea of reorgani- 
zation’’ of the air service, the pres- 
ent being described as “‘the psy- 
chological moment for you to get 
busy.”’ 

“It is to your interest that yau 
get in touch with these people, as 
your future in the service .will de- 
pend largely on legislation in this 
session of Congress,’’ the unsigned 
communication says, directing at- 
tention that there are “people of 
prominence in your State who could 
communicate effectively with sena- 
tors and representatives.’’ 

The document makes it plain 
that pressure is desired to enact a 
bill reorganizing the air service as 
an independent corps similar to the 
marine corps in the navy, and 
points out that Gen. Patrick had 
presented such a plan to the House 
military committee last month. 

Secretary Davis refused yester- 
day to comment in any way upon 
the investigation beyond admitting 
that it was in progress. He is 
known to suspect, however, that the 
anonymous document may have 
been manifolded and distributed 
through the machinery of air serv- 
ice headquarters. He also is known 
to have received information indi- 
cating that the same machinery has 
been used to prepare public state- 
ments to be issued by members of 
Congress for the purpose of attack- 
ing administration air policies. 

The investigation understood 
to have still another phase—-that 
growing out of the desire of the 
War Secretary to discover just 
what interests have been financing 
the propaganda for air service ex- 
pansion not contemplated by the 
administration. 

In ordering the inquiry, Secre- 
tary Davis made effective his pre- 
vious announced policy of demand- 
ing teamwork and _ cooperation 
throughout all branches of the 
army. The court-martial which re- 
sulted in the resignation of William 
Mitchell from the army was intend- 
ed as a disciplinary lesson in that 
connection, and was backed up by 
President Coolidge with a direct 
warning that discipline in the army 
must prevail. 

If the present’ investigation 
serves to disclose grounds for fur- 
ther court-martial, reprimand or 
other disciplinary action, the Sec- 
retary is prepared to exercise his 
powers to the limit, regardiess of 
the rank, command or duties of of- 
ficers found to be involved.

May Hold Plan Unsound. 


The War Department's attitude 
regarding the air corps bill, now 
pending before the House military 
committee, will be made known 
within a few days by departmental 
witnesses, who will present the re- 
port the committee has asked for. 
While this report is still in the 
making, it is said to express the 
view that the air corps plan for the 
air service is fundamentally un- 
sound. 

Joint study of the bill by army

PHILIPPINE WEATHER 
BUREAU HEAD QUITS 


Father Algue Forced After 30 
Years to Retire by 
Failing Sight. 


Manila, P. L., Feb (By A. P.). 
Failing evesight has caused the re- 
tirement from active service of Fa 
ther Jose Algue, who for 30 years 
has been director of the Philippines 
weather )Jureau.

“Twenty thousand of the most 
distinguished people in Virginia,’’ 
would be classed as “‘colored’’ under 
the amendment, the Richmond News 
Leader today quotes an “historian 
who has studied the question.” In- 
cluded among this number, the 
newspaper Says, are at least a dozen 
members of the general assembly 
and a member of the State supreme 
court of appeals.

1. That is a matter of minor im- 
portance. Most people drink it 
with meals.

If you eat enough and then 
eat buttermilk it is fattening. If 
you eat buttermilk instead of other 
foods, it is not. 

3. It is good for most any one. 
If you eat it, eat plenty of other 
wholesome foods.

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A reader has asked for a receipt 
for ginger bread that can be baked 
either in a large pan or made into 
cup cakes by baking in muffin pans.

Ginger bread, or as it Is some- 
timss called, molasses cake, is, from:

acceptable of all cakes. It may in 
itself (1 speak only of the parti¢u- 
lar plain ginger bread for which I 
shall now give you the receipt) be 
decorated to suit the individual 
taste. Served hot and quite plain, 
it is delicfous. With whipped

| UNCLE RAY’S CORNER 


T is lucky that we have a sys- 
I tem of weights and measures. 

If we did not, we should have 
trouble when we went to the groc- 
\ery to buy things. We might ask 
\for ‘“‘ten cups of sugar’’ or “‘three 
cups” of molasses——but what size 
‘cup would the grocer use? If he 
‘thought business was “poor,” he 
might use a very small cup for the 
measuring! 

As it is, we have pints and quarts 
to measure some articles, while 
other things are sold ‘“‘by the 
pound.” That word “pound’’ can 
be traced back to Roman time# 
when goods were sold by the 
“pondo.’” The Saxon tribes which 
entered Britain long ago had learn- 
ed of the Roman weight—but they 
called it a “‘pund.” 

The beginning of the system of 
)weights is not clearly known, but 
it probably sprang from the count- 
ing Of grains of wheat. In differ- 
ent parts of Europe, the pound was 
equal to a different number of 
grains of wheat. Indeed, a single 
country sometimes had _ several 
kinds of pounds. 

The earliest weight in England 
seems to have been the Saxon 
pound. It was equal to 5,400 grains 
of wheat. In the year 1270, the 
Merchants’ pound came into use— 
it was equal to 6,750 grains. Three 
centuries later, the Troy pound was 
called the standard in England. 

The Troy pound was named after 
Troyes, a French city which lies 
along the side of the Seine river. 
There the merchants used an 
“ounce” which was equal to 480 
grains of the wheat grown in the 
region around Troyes. The word 
ounce comes from a Roman word 
meaning one-twelfth; so a pound 
in Troyes weighed 12 ounces. 

During the reign of Queen Eliza- 
beth, the ‘“avoirdupois” weight 
came into use in England. A law 
was passed that each pound should 
have a weight 7,002 grains of 
wheat. instead of having 12 ounces, 
this pound had 16. It is now in 
common use, but those two grains 
have been taken off and the pound 
has 7,000 grains. 

In telling about the pound and 
the ounce, I have used many fiz-

remember the exact numbers, but 
I hope that you will remember the 
idea. There had to be some stand- 
ard to make a weight of any sort, 
so grains of wheat were used. Even 
those might differ in weight, but 
rules were made that they must be 
dry and must be taken from the 
center of the ear. 

The Troy ounce and the Troy 
pound are still used for measuring 
the weight of gold and silver. Some 
druggists still use them when 
weighing drugs.

“It is generally conceded, If 
think, that by furnishing a free 
market for the purchase and sale 
of securities, the New York Stock 
Exchange provides the machinery 
whereby industry may expand and 
also Whereby the*public may par- 
ticipate in the prosperity of indus- 
try. As industry grows it is in- 
evitable that the value of securi- 
ties listed on the exchange shall 
increase and that there shall be a 
proportionate increase in. broker- 
age loans. It does not take much 
imagination to reach the conclu- 
sion that by reason of the capital 
furnished industry through the 
public ownership of securities, 
millions of men and women are 
kept at work in this country. For 
those who like comparative fig- 
ures, here is an interesting coin- 
cidence: 

“The brokerage loans as pub- 
lished show borrowings of $3,513,- 
174,154. The public ownership of 
stocks represented by. these figures 
is certainly a contribution to in- 
dustry’s capital. The total appro- 
priations for the United States gov- 
ernment for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1926, if we include ap- 
propfiations for the postoffice de- 
partment, are $3,736,124,595. If 
$636,269,415, the estimated reve- 
nues of the postoffice departmnt, 
are deducted, the government ex- 
penditures for the year will be 
$3,099,855,180. When considera- 
tion is given to the $70,000,000,- 
000 of value of securities listed on 
the exchange, of which amount 
brokerage loans represent only 
about 6 per cent, and when com- 
parison is made between the 
amount of credit used by brokers 
to keep industry moving, and the

Early in the day Senator Norris 
spoke in support of his amendment 
for full publicity of all income tax 
returns—in other words, making 
these returns public documeéents— 
and the senator from Nebraska con- 
sumed 5 hours and 35 minutes 
with his speech. 

Senator Williams at one point 
wanted to Know if they have a sys- 
tem in Mr. Norris’ State of Nebraska 
whereby citizens become tax-ferrets 
against their neighbors, 

“If I think my neighbor is not

Tax-Ferrets Not Encouraged. 


But Mr. Williams pressed his in- 
quiry as to whether the Nebraska 
law encouraged ‘‘ferrets’’to pry into 
the business of oth.rs and whether 
the ferrets could count upon re- 
wards if they could prove cases 
against their neighbors.
